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REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are pending. Claims 1-10, 12, 19 and 20 are 
allowed. 

Claims 11 and 13-18 have been rejected as anticipated by Evans 
et al. J. Biol. Chem. June 5, 1999 under 35 U.S.C. §102(a) and as 
obvious in view of Evans et al. (1999) and Wu et al. PNAS (1998). 

The reference is authored by Evans, Benner and Xu where Evans 
and Xu are the named inventors on the above application. Jack Benner 
is in charge of the protein analysis service at New England Biolabs 
here involving Maldi-TOF Mass Spectrometry and amino acid 
sequencing on page 18361 and as such, he is not an inventor on the 
claimed invention. A 1.132 declaration is attached hereto establishing 
that the invention did not involve "another". 

Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reverse the 
prior art rejections that rely on this reference and allow the claims.
